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NOTHING TO WORRY ABOUT 


Canadians will not be unduly alarmed 
at the suggestion from Washington that 
only 4,000 of them may be allowed to mi- 
grate to the United States per year. The 
migration is now in the other direction, 
and likely to continue so while business 
conditions remain as at present. And 
should another industrial boom strike the 
republic, Congress can lift the ban quite 
as quickly as it can be imposed. In normal 
times the United States is more willing to 
accept Canadian migrants than Canada is 
to see them depart. 


CAWNPORE AGAIN 


Investigation shows that 500 people 
were killed in seven days’ fighting be- 
tween Moslems and Hindus in Cawnpore 
That surely is a strange demonstration of 
the self-governing capacity of the people 
of India, at a time when they are demand- 
ing self-government and are in a fair way 
to get it. And the Cawnpore incident is 
not peculiar, It is a large scale represent- 
ation of the racial hatred that is sputter- 
ing into riots and violence throughout the 
country, despite all that Gandhi and the 
British army can do to preserve the peace. 

It is more than probable that the ma- 
chinery of self-government will be set up 
in India. To that the Government of 
Great Britain has committed itself, under 
threat of rebellion, But if the present 
course of events means anything it is not 
government the Moslems and Hindus 
want, but the withdrawal of British au- 
thority so they can turn to and settle 
scores with each other. 


ARE THEY OUT OF BOUNDS? 


The Privy Council is to be asked to 
say whether companies holding Dominion 
charters are subject to the act that was 
passed by the Alberta legislature a year 
ago to regulate the selling and buying 
of stock in this province. As several of 
the other legislatures passed identical 
legislation, the standing of these enact- 
ments will be also determined by the test 
case from Alberta, 

Representatives of the provinces have 
been urging the Dominion Government to 
put legislation through parlaiment which 
would make companies operating under 
federal charters amenable to these provin 


cial statutes. The appeal to the Privy 
Council is by way of first finding out 
whether such supporting legislation is 


necessary. 

Should the appeal fail, it is to be sup- 
posed parliament will take the desired 
action. After the events of the past year, 
the members could hardly refuse to do so 
on the ground that regulation is not need 
ed by some authority, And if they did 
that, they would be swamped with appli- 
cations for charters, a development they 
would searcely wish to invit«

but through a combination of financial 


difficulties and political manipulation 
They have been cheerfully paying its 
losses and putting up the money for ex- 
tensions and betterments, in the belief 
that it will some day get upon a self-sus- 
taining basis. But as for taking on an- 
other system almost as large; well, there 
is such a thing as biting off more than 
one can chew. 

The present general railway situation 
in Canada is admirable, from the public 
point of view. We have a private railway 
system setting the pace for a public sys 
tem, and a public system competing with 
the private system in the matter of ser- 
vice, And over both is the Railway .Com- 
mission, with authority over both service 
and rates. If we cannot get good trans- 
portation facilities at a fair cost under 
this arrangement, there is no reason to 
suppose we could get better or cheaper 
facilities if the Government owned both 
systems, 


SENATOR LESSARD 


Senator Lessard came to Edmonton as 
a young man more than thirty years ago 
and has made his home here ever since. 
His business career was a successful one 
and his interests extended widely through- 
out northern Alberta. But business did 
not absorb his attention to the exclusion 
of public affairs. He served for several 
years on the separate school board, for 
twelve years in the provincial legislature, 
and was called to the cabinet of Premier 
Rutherford. Always a loyal and enthus- 
iastic Liberal, but never a bitter partisan, 
the Senator’s genial disposition won a 
multitude of friends, who will sincerely 
regret his passing at the early age of 58 
years.

NE of the cheapest methods of 
raising carly beddirg plants and 
small early vegetables is by the | 
of hotbeds, Many kinds of plants con 
be started this way if the bed is pro- 
perly made and carefwly managed 
afler the seed is sown, ‘There is a 
right and a wrong way to make a ho'- 
bed, the idea should be to make it 
that it will retain the heat for a long 
period. The manure must be prepared 
before the bed is made, This consi:is 
of turning the fresh green manure ove 
two or three times in a heap befor 
the bed is made, In turning, the dry 
otrawy manure on the outside of th 
heap should be turned to the centr 
of the heap, the object being to get 
mass of moist hot manure, If tt ts dry 
it is no use as dry manure will 
ferment, If the manure is inclined to 
be dry when you get it, sprinkle 
well with warm water before {t is plied 
in a heap, In about iwo days it 
should be ready for the hotbed,
